Curcaao, July 24. 
Jacob R. Shipherd has furnished for 


35 | the use of the press an 84-page pam- 


phlet entitled “The rejected testimony 
of Mr. Jacob R. Shipherd, refused by 
the Committee on Foreign Affairs of 
the House of Representatives, in ses- 
sion at Washington, May 17. 82.“ 
There has been a great demand for 
this testimony, which Shipherd deter- 
mined to put in the hands of news- 
paper experts to do with it as they 
choose. Shipherd is particularly se- 
vere on Blaine, and declares his only 
wish in testifying voluotarily was to 
vindicate his foreign policy and to try 
to dissipate Shipherd’s testimony. He 
maintains, bowever, that Blaine did 
not materially contradict, although he 
showed himself to be a foul-mouthed 
rufflan. He berates the committee for 
allowing him to be assailed by Blaine. 
Shipherd doubts Blaine’s declaration 
that documents which were presented 
to President Garfield never came to 
his audience. This legally raises a 
strong presumption against Blaine. 
He poiats out what he calls numerous 
contradictions in Blaine’s own testimo- 
ny, and, in fact, devotes some 60 of the 
80 pages in criticising, attacking and 
denouncing Blaine in his methods of 
testimony, Some space is devoted to 
showing wherein Various witnesses 
against Shipherd contradicted the:m- 
selves, their record and the truth.

ness they should be taxed, and the last 
one that was here was assessed at $10,- 
000 and it was paid.
